Most Complex U.S. 


Shot Signals New 


Era in Exploration 
CAPE CANAVERAL ( UPI) 
—The United States will open 
a new era in its exploration 
of the moon within a few days 
by attempting to put a launch 
ing platform into orbit and 
then use it to hurl a probe 
more than 500,000 miles into 
space. 
The shot, dubbed “ Ranger I,” 
ranks as probably the most com­ 
plex ever tried by the United 
States 
It probably won’t come closer 
than 35,000 miles to the moon with 
its 675-pound spece probe, but sci­ 
entists hope it will pave the way 
for future shots that will land in­ 
strum enta on the moon’s surface 
Parking Orbit 
The shot will involve putting a 
satellite into a "parking orbit*’, 115 
miles up, then triggering the main 
apace probe from the launching 
platform at just the right time for 
a flight deep into space. 
The Soviet Union achieved a 
space spectacular by using a sim 
ilar "parking orbit’’ technique last 
Feb. 12. A Russian rocket sent 
Sputnik VIII into a patch around 
earth, and triggered a 1.418-pound 
probe from iL 
The probe, which Russia called 
an "automatic interplanetary sta­ 
tion," was fired toward the planet 
Venus. 
To Be Tried Thursday 
The Ranger I shot, first of a 
aeries of five with which U.S. sci­ 
entists hope to end three years of 
moonshot frustrations 
will be 
tried about Thursday if everything 
goes according to plan. But sourc­ 
es said there was “a possibility” 
the launching might be delayed. 
One more Ranger shot will be 
attempted thia year, and its job 
will be virtually the same as that 
of Ranger I. In the final three 
shots in the series, next year. U.S. 
scientists will try direct hits on 
the moon.

U.S. Satellites Held U2-Like Spies 


MOSCOW (U PI) —The Soviet 
arm y 
newspaper 
Red S t a r 
charged Sunday that the United 
States was using space satel­ 
lites to spy on the Soviet Union. 
The official newspaper said the 
flights of U.S. reconnaissance sat­ 
ellites over territory of other na­ 
tions “is an act of aggression.’* 
It compared the satellite opera­ 
tions to the espionage flights of the 
U2 planes which led to the col­ 
lapse of the Paris summit con­ 
ference last sum m er. 
Red Star said the new satel­ 
lites showed that “ the Pentagon 
has not given up earlier outlined 
plans of spy measures aimed 
against the socialist camp.” 
No matter at what altitude the 


spies are flying,” Red Star said, 
“they remain spies.” 
The two satellites, 
launched 
July 12. are Midas III and Tiroa 
III. Both periodically pass over 
Russia, with the 3.500-pound Mi­ 
das making passes over the Soviet 
rocket launching area near the 
Aral Sea. 
Midas is the forerunner of a sat­ 
ellite system designed to detect 
the hot exhaust of a missile 
launched anywhere in the world 
and to give almost instantaneous 
warning. 
Red Star said that after having 
failed in espionage by means of 
aerial intelligence, the military 
leaders of the United States per­ 
sistently are using outer space 
for that purpose. 


Dag Makes Hurried 


Peace Trip To Tunis 


TUNIS, Tunisia (UPI)— United 
Nations Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold arrived in Tunisia 
by air today on an urgent peace 
mission amid Tunisian charges 
that a French warship was unload­ 
ing troop reinforcements near 
battle-scarred Bizerte. 
Hammarskjold arrived in Tunis 
from Rome aboard a special 
Tunii-Air flight. 
He had m ade a hurried trip 
from New York, at the invitation 
of Tunisian President Habib Bour- 
guiba. to try to arrange p ears1 
between France and Tunisia be­ 
fore new fighting flares over the 
Bixerte naval base and the dis-! 
puted Sahara. 
Shortly before 
Hammarskjold1 


arrived. T u n i s i a n authorities 
charged the French were taking 
advantage on a U.N.-o r d e r e d 
cease fire to land more troops. 
A French warship was putting 
troop reinforcements ashore at 
Cape Rlanc. an area three miles 
northwest of Bizerte that includes 
outlying camps of the French 
air-naval base. 
There was no official confirma­ 
tion of the reports. But French 
troops said it was “ likely’* that 
tom» tr^pps arrived aboard the 
ship. 
The French sources added, how­ 
ever. that the main mission of the 
warship was to take aboard some 
300 families of French soldiers for 
reparation to France.

• 40-minute advance report on the 
m easures Kennedy will unveil in 
his message Tuesday night to the 
American people. 
Informed NATO sources refused 
to disclose any details of Ken­ 
nedy’s plans. But they said his 
m essage would not be solely con 
cerned with military aspects of 
Berlin. It will embrace all aspects 
of the East-West struggle, includ­ 
ing economic matters, the sources 
said. 
Three-Hour Session 
The council voiced its informal 
approval of the Kennedy m essage 
during a session that lasted three 
hours, the sources said. Several 
nations were reported to have 
questioned aspects of the policy, 
but all. in the end expressed 
themselves as satisfied 
M cNamara delayed his depar­ 
ture for London for 34 hours to 
wind up his Berlin "contingenrv 
planning review” ith NATO com­ 
mander Gen. Lauris Norstad. 
It was learned later that high 
foreign affairs officials of the 
United States. Britain and France 
would meet here Friday to pre­ 
pare the groundwork for the Aug. 
5-7 Big Three foreign ministers 
conference on Berlin. 


U.S. Demands 
Airliner, 38 
Aboard Released 


MI AMI (UPI)—The pilot of an Eastern Air Lines plane 
carrying 38 persons on a routine Miami-Tampa run was forced 
at gunpoint today to fly to Havana where Fidel Castro is 
getting set tor a national celebration. 
A State D epartm ent spokesman in W ashington said the 
United States dem anded that — — — 
Cuba immediately release the 
plane together with its passen­ 
gers and crew. 
A U.S. Air Foret F102 jet, 
"Scrambled” from Homestead Air 
Force Base south of Miami, es­ 
corted the Electra to the three- 
m ile limit oft Havana, but then 
had to turn back. The plane was 
alerted after the Airlines pilot di­ 
verted unaccountably from his 
course; then was heard to men­ 
tion a gun. 
An Eastern spokesman said the 
plane landed safely at H avana’s 
Jose Marti Airport, closed to regu­ 
lar commercial traffic today due 
to the scheduled arrival of Rus­ 
sian spaceman Yuri Gagarin. 
The plane carried 32 passengers 
deored.” the spokesman said, but 
added that details were lacking 
about whether one man or several 
put a gun on the Electra pilot, 
Capt. W.E. Buchannan of Miami. 
Federal officials here immedi­ 
ately began going over the pas­ 
senger list of flight 202. seeking 
some indication of who might 
have hijacked the $3.5 million 
airliner.

ers which can do everything from 
translating R u s s i a n to playing 
chess to simulating space shots to 
calculating the exact amount of 
ingredients for making sausages.

Federal Aviation Agency; and smaller groups varying from one 
to nearly 2,000 in other branches. 


Now these figures would seem to Indicate th at perhaps 
in some ways our high lax structure really isn't so bad after 
all. All of these workers receive fair salaries and spend most 
of their money in California. W e do get some of our tax money 
back this way. 


But the California Taxpayers Association feels that the 
economy of our country must be protected against the in­ 
creasing proposals for expansion of government responsibility 
and expenditure, with ever-increasinu amounts being diverted 
to public purposes and ever-increasing ratios of workers on 
the public payrolls. 


W e don t have anv estimates on how long it will take, hut 
there are a number of businessmen about Palm Springs who 
arc convinced that if present trends continue it won t be too 
long until public payrolls equal or exceed private business and 


industry. 


And a logical projection of what this would mean by way 
of tax rates brings to mind the picture of. a w ounded jackal— 
eating itself until hunger-crazed jaws cut into a vital organ.

In 1930 D utch engineers began 
converting sea w ater to fresh wa­ 
fer on th e island of Aruba in the 
N etherlands A ntilles 15 m iles off 
tKe coast o f V enezuela Now t h e 
island o p e ra te s a $12 m illion plant 
that supplies w a ter to all parts 
of the island — producing 2 8 mil­ 
lion gallons a dav at a cost of 
apout $1.75 p e r 1.000 gallons. 


Here in F re ep o rt, a steam y in­ 
dustrial tow n on the shore of the 
Gulf of M exico, in a building on 
an acre of land h ard by a sea­ 
w ater canal, scien tists and engi­ 
neers have recen tly converted salt 
w ater into drin k in g w ater in the 
first o p eratin g p lan t of its kind 
in the U nited S tates. 


W ater gushes p u re and sweet 
from a 2-iftcJt‘jripe. It is neither 
very hard n o r v ery soft. It comes 
from the sea, a m illion gallons a 
day. 


It rom es at the rig h t tim e. Tn 
a world of sp ectacu lar population 
expansion and in d u strial develop­ 
ment, the ancient c ry fo r w ater 
has never been so loud and u r­ 
gent. 


This Is the se aw a te r conversion 
dem onstration plant d ed icated bv 
President K e n n e d y last m onth 
with the flip of a bro n ze teleg rap h 
key in W ashington. It is the first 
of five big plants th a t w ill b e in 
operation bv the end of 1962. d e m ­ 
onstrating five desalting m ethods.
